Hemlock (Poisonous) - Conium maculatum 


e Compared to Hemlock, Sweet Cicely is hairy, has white patches, no bracts and no red blotches, 
and has an aniseed smell. 
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Rough Chervil (Poisonous) - Chaerophyllum temulum 


e Often has red blotches on stem. Compared to Rough Chervil, Sweet Cicely is densely leaved, 
dense-flowered, has no bracts, no red blotches, is hollow-stemmed and has white leaf patches and 
an aniseed smell.
